1 am the defendant above named and I make this affidavit in support 
of the within motion. 

I was originally indicted in this Court under an indictment charging 
13 Counts of i’ossession and Forgery of checks stolen from the L T . S. mail, in 
violation of Title 18 U. S. Code, Section 1708. On February 11, j. 74, 1 
entered a plea of guilty to axmt 7 of said indictment, charging me with 
Possession of a treasury check stolen from the U. S. mail. Thereafter on 
April 26, 1074, I was sentenced by the Honorable John F. Pooling, a Judge 
of this Court to be placed iimhe custody of the Attorney General for n period 
of two ( 2 ) years, subject to the provisions of Title 18 U, S. Code, Section 
4802 (a)(2). execution of the sentence was stayed until May 24, N74 at 2 
p. m. , accordingly I am presently at liberty. In connection with the fore¬ 
going, [ am simultaneously requesting that pending the hearing and deter¬ 
mination of this motion, execution of the sentence be further stayed for a 
reasonable time thereafter as determined bv the Court. I am informed by 
my attorney, William Sonenshine, Hsq. , that he has discussed this matter 
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wiili Assistant • iied Suius Attorney Joan < )’|h';e:i, who i . in chariot' Uk- 
pro.-eeiuion and she has advised Mr. Soncnsliinc that, subject to the approval 
of the Court, she would have no objection to a furthci stay pending the 
determination of this motion. 

Hie pertinent facts upon which this motion is made are as follows. 

Hie evidence leading up to the plea of guitv on February 11 , 1074 
(the minutes of which are annexed hereto) demonstrates that because of my 
inability to fully understand the English language, ! believed that I was guilty 
simply becau se 1 possessed the che ck in question , even though did not actually ' 
know it was stolen. 

I am now informed that if infact I did not know the check was stolen, 

i 

I committed no Federal crime despite my plea of guilrv. i am informed, that 
Title IK lg. S, Code, Section 1708,under which ! pleaded guilty, requires 
actual knowledge as an essential element of the crime, 

I believe that the minutes will demonstrate tint it was not explained 
to me that a jury would have to consider the issue of knowledge and u'nd bc'-or 
a reasonable doubt that 1 knowingly possessed the check before I could law- 

1 

fully be found guilty. I thought that my possession alone was sufficient to 
bring about a conviction. # 

Underlying my misunderstanding of the legal situation was my 
expressed inability to understand English properly. ‘Hie record will indicate 
that while my then attorney occasionally translated for me, on most occasions 
including the important matters, he did not translate for me, resulting in 
the misunderstanding set forth above.

It should he called to the Court's attention that in advising me to a 
right to a jury trial and the procedures at such a trial, no mention was made o 
the fact that knowledge of the stolen nature of the check was essential to find 
me guilt' - . The Court’s instructions to me in that regard arc found at pages 
3 through 9 inclusive of the plea minutes. 

In connection with the issue of knowledge, the following appears in 
the plea minutes at page 9.

In view of the* foregoing. I respectfully urge the Court that my plea 
of guilts - was improperly taken, since 1 was not fully instructed that my 
conduct did not constitute the crime charged. 

Rule 1 I of the Rules of Criminal Procedure require that a plea of 
guiltv shall not be taken "without first. .determining that the plea is made 
... with understanding of the nature of the charge and consequences of the 
plea” . Hie rule further provides that "Hie Court shall not enter a judgment 
upon a plea of guilty unless it is satisfied that there is a factual basis for the 
plea". 

I am therefore advised and believe that the taking of my plea of 
guilty was not taken pursuant to the requirements of Rule I 1 and, further, 
was taken in violation of the provisions of Title IS 1,5. Code 2255, and the pi 
and sentence as defined in Rule 35 was illegal and would constitute a manifest 
injustice under Rule 32 (d) of the Rules of Criminal Procedure.
